The academies, which are’ cun by 
private individuals, ate ‘also well attended and 
j show that ‘a very useful work is being done by 
those who have undertaken | the task of inittat- 
ing the latest generation into the mysteries 
of the three R's. Looking at most of: the 
Feports it would appear that great cmphasis 
. is put upon the playing of games, and in the 
case of one, school “Whe Inspector remarks;
